The system is the most com- 
plete in the world, containing nearly 
as many words as Webster's dictionary 
75.000. It is used not only by busi- 
ness concerns, but by private parties, 
and is gradually revolutionizing the 
telegraph service, making it much less 
expensive than the long-distance tele-

Coroner May Take a Step 
Against Ptomaines. 


Action Looked for at the In- 


Eleven Dead After Feast at 
Sawtelle. 


As a result of the Sawtelle 
tragedy, in which a feast led 
to houses of mourning for eleven 
dead, the Coroner may take an 
important step today to safe- 
guard the living against further 
fatalities of the same kind. At 
the inquest this morning Mr. 
Hartwell will probably bring 
about a recommendation that 
an expert be appointed by the 
county to instruct the women in 
what might be termed ‘‘sani- 
tary preserving” of fruits. The 
State laws covering pure foods 
safeguard the people from care- 
lessness or ignorance in the fac- 
tories and canneries, but as 
shown in the Sawtelle case, the 
people may be a greater men- 
ace to themselves. For this rea- 
son it is understopd the Coro- 
ner will ask the jury to urge 
that a preserving expert be em- 
ployed to work among house- 
holders direct, showing how 
fruit should be prepared, and 
how the receptacies should Le 
sealed and put away. In this 
way the Coroner hopes in some 
measure to allay the danger 
from ptomaine. 

“Ptomaine poison caused 
from fermentation in canned 
pears,” killed the Sawtelle din- 
ers, according to Autopsy Sur- 
geon Campbell. | 

“I made a most thorough ex- 
amination to be certain that 
there had been no willful at- 
temt at murder,” said Dr. 
Campbell last night, “I exam- 

ined the intestines of the de- 
ceased, and in every instance I 
found the evidences 
maine. The canned or pre- 
served pears caused the trou- 
ble.“

in Sawtelle, eleven are dead, B. Pre- 
cilado and his little child, Antonia. 
expiring at dawn of yesterday. The 
sole survivor of the festal party is 
Mrs. Preciado, wife of the last man 
and mother of the last child to suc- 
cumb to the effects of the deadly 
food.

The case is now engaging the seri- 
ous consideration of the Coroner, who 
has appointed three separate inquests 
for today. The first will be con- 
ducted at 10 o'clock on the six bodies 
of the members of the Fernandez, 
Preciado, Heyes and Garcia families, 
which are at the Finch undertaking 
pariors in Sawtelle. That for Mrs. 
Valdez, hostess at the fatal dinner. 
will follow, being held at the Marquez | 
home on Eleventh street, Santa Mon- 
ica. The third will be for the three 
members of the Garcia family, at the 
Kirkelie parlors, on Main 
Santa Monica. 

The surviving members of the sev- 
eral families, their friends, the sev- 
eral physicians who were called in 
consultation and the officials, are 
anxious that the mystery—if there be 
one—shall be solved, and with this ob- 
ject in view the most careful investi- 
gation will be made.

FAKE LICENSES.

Saleones Operating Under False 
Names to Be Forced to Take the 
Carpet—Brewery interests in Gin 
Mille Are Threatened—One Place 
Forced to Close.

Saloon erm! graft, believed to 
amount to $75,000 a year in Los An- 
geles, was further dug into before the 
Police Commission last night, with 
the result that another saloon was 
closed, temporarily at least, and no 
promise of a new permit extended. In 
addition eight others were placed in 
jeopardy. 

The meeting brought many new die- 
closures as to the methods of the 
breweries in controlling permits and 
exacting toll—usually $50 a month 


came primarily from F. B. Hahn, 
former outside“ man of the Maier 
brewery, but was reinforced by long 
detailed reports by the Chief and Com- 
missioner Topham. 

It is the theory of the commission 
that the breweries have had the benefit 
of official connivance many years in 
their scheme of control, and that the 
capitalization of the permit system by 
them was equivalent to a fictitious val- 
ue of at least $1,500,000 on all the sa- 
loons, and that three-fourths of those 
now doing business have been paying 
$50 a month for the privilege that can 
be granted only as a personal permit 
by the commission itself. A. 

The interest of the breweries was 
shown last night by the presence of 


the Maier concern. Others represent- 
ing the Mathie and Los Angeles Com- 
pany were present. 

The a gn was preceded by a con- 
ference of the commission with City 
Attorney Hewitt, City Prosecutor Ed- 
die and the Chief. It was largely to 
enlighten the new members as to what 
the commissjon already knows of the 
situation. — 

The reports of the Chief ana Topham 
covered substantially the same sub- 
jects.

Will Be Among the Largest and 
Mest Complete in the World and 
its Ups and Downs Will Be Through 
Mountains and Over Sea—Contract 
ls Awarded. 


| The preliminary contract was 
awarded yesterday for the censtruc- 


cost when completed $8,000. The con- 
tract let yesterday was to Charles 
Corbeley, and was for the piling, which 
extends into the ocean.

next. 

Yesterday two carloads of piling ar- 
rived on the grounds, and work will 
be started at once on the piling con- 
tract. As soon as this is sufficiently 
under way, the other workmen, in- 
cluding almost every trade, will be 
put on as fast as possible. 

The trains will be run in six sections 
of three cars each. They will pass 
through numerous tunnels, through

SALE OF KEATING ESTATE BY 
* TRUSTEES TOO LATE.

Their Power to Manage Ended 
Lest Month When Youngest Son 
Reached Hig Majority and Trust 
Created By Nitrate King Termi- 
nated—Heirs Now Control Property. 


The contest Involving the proposed 
sale of the land bequeathed by Andrew 
J. W. Keating, the Chile nitrate king, 
to @ syndicate of Los Angeles capital- 
ists, headed by W. N. Hamaker of the 
First National Bank, vanished into 
air ih Judge Rives's court yesterday. 

There will be no sale of -the prop- 


ell and A. W. McPherson, the cou 

finding that the power to sell did not 
survive the trust created by the dece- 
dent; that the trust is terminated; 
that no sale has been made by the 
trustees within the meaning expressed 
in the decree, and that the court is 
without authority to confirm. The pe- 
tition to confirm was therefore denied. 

The large acreage and city lots left 
by Andrew J. W. Keating is therefore 
in the absolute possession of the heirs, 
to do with as they wish to, and there 
is nothing left fer the trustees to do 
but render an accounting of their 
Stewardship within the next fifteen 
days, accordi to the provisions ce 
the agreement made some days ago 
between the heirs and themselves. 

Whether efforts will now be made 
on the part of the heirs to sell the 
land as a whole, or have the premises 
partitioned, remains to be seen. 7 

The action of the court was largely 
foreshadowed by that of Judge Wilbur, 
who, on an ex parte hearing, and with- 
out compelling the heirs to give bend, 
issued an order temporarily suspenéing 
the trustees from exercising their lega! 
powers pending a hearing of the case 
brought to remove them by reason of 
alleged faise representations in regard 
to the value of the property. 

That was on December 17, and while 
they were in that unofficial position, 
December 21 arrived, when Edward 
Keating, the youngest of the bene- 
ficiaries, became of age, and under the 
ruling of the court there was a termin- 
ation of the trust created by Andrew 
J. W. Keating. 

On December 3, last, an agreement to 
sell the vroperty was made by the 
trustees to W. N. Hamaker for $660,- 
000. A payment of $6000 was made, and 
the contract placed in escrow with the 
Title Insurance and Trust Company to 
await the action of the court to con- 
firm. The petition to confirm was filed 
the next day. and set for hearing De- 
cember 17, when the proceedings were 
stayed by injunction. 

The court found that the trustees 
were acting under a trust created 
the decree of distribution, and that 
they were to manage and care for the 
property and the accumulations there- 
of during the minority of the children, 
and to terminate at the expiration of 
that minority, that is to say upon the 
attainment of the youngest child of 
the age of majority. Then the trustees 
are empowered to convey any or all 
of the estate, but subject to the condi- 
tion, “that the court shail retain the 
right and authority to confirm any 
sale of real estat before such sale 
shall be valid.” 

Judge Rives inquired: Has the court 
any jurisdiction to confirm this sale 
or adi jurisdiction terminate when the 
youngest child attained his majority 
on December 21, last?’ 

The power of the court and the trus- 
tees, he remarked, was measured sole- 
ly by the decree of distribution and 
the trust by the terms ihereof termi- 
nated when the youngest child de- 
came of age. Then the title of the 
beneficiaries was relieved of the burden 
of the trust, and became absolute in 
them unless the action of the trustees 
and the court prior to the coming of 
age of the youngest teneficlary saved 
to the trustees and the court the power 
to confirm and ctmplete tne sale so 
made. 

It was contended by the court that 
the power of sale was a mere incident 
of the trust, and that no_sint or sug- 
gestion of a power of sale cantinuing 
beyond the termination of the trust is 
to be found in the language or purpose 
of the trust. The trust was only to 
manage the estate during the minority 
of the minors.

RUM OUT THE TRAITORS. 
We are no advocates of actual war for war's 

sake, and ＋ se for political conflicts for the fun 
of fighting. There is probably no man in the United 
States who abominates turmoil and conflict more 
keenly than does the President. We have recog- 
nized for many months that the internal condi- 
tions in the Republican party were grave. It has 
long been our opinion, founded on fact and experi- 


| ence, that cur party had nothing whatever to fear 


from the Democratic party in the open under its 
own flag, standing upon its own platform and 
espousing its dwn proper principles. So long as the 
Republicans are true to their own principles the 
party banners will never go down in defeat. 

A little bunch of political leaders whom Speaker 
Cannon properly characterizes as claim-to-be Re- 
publicans, were first known as “progressives.” 
They flung over their little host the flag of so-called 
“reform,” and under these battle-eries they pro- 
ceeded to try to turn the Republican party topside 
over. A hundred times in the last two years The 


falsely-called progressives“ and “reformers” were 
simply a lot of politicians, not statesmen, shallow 
in their conceptions of principles, unable to distin- 
guish between Republicanism and Democracy, and 
that they had no place in the ranks of the Repub- 
lican party. The attempt to make standards for the 
party radically different from those formulated by 
the whole body of statesmen and politicians within 
the party lines has been made by these so-called 
“progressives” and “reformers.” A mere minority, 
and a small one, in the party, they have been impu- 
dently insistent that they should impose their views 
upon the great majority of the party. Forming 
possibly 1 per cent. of all the Republicans in the 
United States, they wish to force the other 99 to 
follow their leadership. We have refused to let 
the tail, a very bob stump at that, wag the great 
Republican elephant. 

From the time the national convention of. the 
Republican party met in Chicago, two years ago 
next June, in a spirit of amiability and with a de- 
sire for harmony within the party, very considerable 
concessions were made to this small minority wing. 
It was only when they went so far as to demand a 
hearing for Samuel Gompers and to advocate the 
adoption of his views upon the courts of the United 
States and of the several States that the vast ma- 
jority of the delegates in the convention, Republican 
newspapers all over the country and the party in 
general said “no” to these impudent pretensions 
and impossible demands made by this little insur- 
gent wing. ‘The obsession of their own importance 
under which they labor makes reconciliation or rea-

“The other method is the Pasteur 
treatment, which was discovered by a 
doctor by that name in France. In 
Paris 30,000 cases have been treated 
Dy thig. method; in ge 3000; in 
Atianta 700, and in all of the other 

institutes in the United States 
hundreds of people have been treated 
with the result that only from three 
16 fve-tenths of 1 per cent. of those 
treated have died. 

“In infected districts where the pa- 
tients have not been so treated the 
mortality is from 2 to 80 cent. 
The treatment requires from eighteen 
to twenty-three days. The United 
States government is now -experiment 
ing with meine, which & is hoped, 
will prove successfu!.

GERMAN PRISON. 


MODJESKA’S NEPHEW MUST DO 
MILITARY SERVICE. 


ↄ— 


Left California to Accompany Body 
of Tragedienne and Was Recognized 
| as One Who Had Left Poland to 
Avoid Army Duty—News Received 
by Santa Ana Friend. 


SANTA ANA, Jan. 5.—Adam- Opid, 
favorite nephew of the late Madam 
Modjeska, is in a German prison sen- 
tenced to serve one year there and 
six years in the German army. That 
he was seized by German officers re- 
cently in his native land of Poland, 
where he had gone with Count Bo- 
zenta, bearing the body of the cele- 
brated actress, is the news brought 
here in a letter received at the home 
of Joseph Yoch from Count Bozenta. 

Adam Opid left Poland to escape 
army service. For several years he 
lived in Los Angeles. During the last 
-years of her lite, young Opid was a 
great favorite with Madam Modjeska, 
and he was constantly at her bedside 
during the lingering illness’ that 
caused her death at Bay Island, on 
Newport Bay, last April. 

In planning to transfer the body to 
the native land, it was arranged that 
Opid should accompany Count Bozenta 
into Europe. The danger of entering 
upon German territory was well 
known, and when the Count and the 
young man ieft Southern California 
on their long journey to Cracow, bear- 
ing the remains of the great trage- 
dienne, it was understood that Opid 
would stop this side of the border. 

For what reagon he changed his mind 
is not known. Count Bozenta, in a 
heart-rending account of the affair, 
states that Opid entered a store in 
Poland, where he worked before he 
left the country to escape army serv- 
ice, and was there recognized by spies 
the government. He was seized 
and thrown into prison. 

Adam Opid is a brother of Ludwig 
Opid, a musician of Los Angeles.

To the west of the present line 
it is possible to build from Moapa in 
the south down the valley of the 
Muddy and up the Virgin to St. George 
where connections already are made 
with the line at Modena. . 

Thie line will come up for serious 
consiaeration even though grades 
may be steep. 

Before the end of the week the bridge 
over the San Gabriel River near Pico 
will be repaired and local service will 
be resumed.

HELP FOR TIED-UP TOURISTS.

The teams and conveyances, despite 
the almost impassabig roads, are mak- 
ing good headway in their march. 

Such are the assurances which the 
general offices of the railroad company 
here received this afternoon. ‘ 

From Caliente to the stalled train 
and back to Barclay or Acoma is the 
route which the relief party , must 
travel. The distance, railroad officials 
estimate, is close to twenty-five miles, 
yet so hopeful are they of bringing the 
army of forlorn passengers out of the 
wilderness before the close of another 
day, that they have — for their 


immediate transfer 
Acoma. 

They will be brought into Salt Lake 
on train No. 2, known as the overland 
express and which is at t running 
on regular schedu'e between this city 
and the front. 

Later reports from the flood-swept 
territory through which runs the line 
of the Salt Lake route paint a gloomy 
picture of conditions there. That the 
washouts are the most serious by far 
of any previously suffered by the town 
of Caliente, is shown c since the 
high waters have receded.

He agreed with me, and the next 
day I sent out notice that a club 
would be formed on a Saturday after- 
noon, after the matinée.
